In addition to the above, there were others among the
present or former officers, employees, agents and/or volunteers
of NRLC who learned of such contributions after the complaint in
this matter was filed.

Question 2. Because of the circumstances surrounding the
solicitations and payments, it is impossible to link any particu-
lar solicitation of which I have personal knowledge with any
particular payment. Therefore, I have answered this question by
distinguishing between the solicitations and payments made in
1992 and those made in 19%4.

The following answers refer to any solicitations and pay-
ments made in 19%2:

a. To the best of my personal knowledge, recollection and
belief, with respect to any solicitations by NRLC during 1992, I
had several meetings during 1992 with Curt Anderson who was then
Coalitions' Director with the NRSC. Darla St. Martin of the NRLC
may also have been present at the meetings. As stated above,
none of those meetings was linked specifically with any particu-
lar payment. Rather the substance of the meetings was a solici-
tation of funds to the NRLC’s general fund for the general
purposes of the organization.
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In addition to the above-referenced meetings, there may have
been telephone conversations with Curt Anderson to the same
general effect, that is, generalized solicitations of funds for
NRLC's general purposes.

b. In addition to Curt Anderson, Jeb Hensarling and Paul
Curcio of NRSC were present during one or more solicitations and
may also have been spoken with on the telephone.

c. The substance of the meetings was to solicit contribu-
tions in order to further the general purposes of the organiza-
tion, such as building NRLC's base of support, adding to our list
of identified pro-lifers, publishing candidate surveys and non-
partisan get-out-the-vote efforts.

To the best of my perscnal knowledge, information and
belief, some of the solicitations in which I was personally
involved may have taken place on the following dates: January
28, 1992; February 25, 1992; April 2, 1992; and June 29, 1892. I
have no information about or recollection of other dates.

I may have told someone at the NRSC that NRLC could possibly
make a donation to Christian Coalition. However, I do not
remember the date of any such communication or who I may have
spoken with.

d. All contributions received in 19292 were depeosited into
the general 501(c) (4) bank account.

e. The funds were used for the general purposes of the
organization, including non-partisan get-out-the-vote telephone
calls. In addition, a portion of the November 17, 1992 contribu-
tion was donated to the Christian Coalition nationally and the
Christian Coalition in Georgia.

In 1992, the following amounts were expended for the follow-
ing purposes. $17,372.75% was spent on non-partisan get-ocut-the-
vote phone calls in Georgia. $15,000.00 was donated to the
natiocnal Christian Coalition. $10,000.00 was donated to the
Christian Coalition in Georgia.

I was involved in deciding how to use the funds. Carol Long
and/or Darla St. Martin may alsc have been involved in deciding
how to use the funds.

The decision as to the use of the funds was based on organi-
zational need and the desire to educate the voters on the issues
and urge their participation in the election.

f. I have no other recollection whether any officer,
employee, agent or volunteer of the NRLC directly or indirectly

informed any officer, employee, agent or volunteer of the NRSC of
any decision regarding the use of any payment.

The following answers refer to any solicitations and pay-
ments made in 1994:

a. In 1993 and/or 1994, 1 had one or more meetings with
Bill Harris and Paul Curcio of the NRSC, at which I solicited
contributions to NRLC. Carol Long and/or Darla St. Martin may
also have attended such meetings or made telephone solicitations.
In 1993 and 193%4, Curt Anderson was working as a fund-raising
consultant for NRLC and alsc solicited contributions on our
behalf.

b. As stated above, in 1994, solicitations were made to
Bill Harris and Paul Curcio of the NRSC.

c. One such meeting may have occurred on March 18, 1993. I
have no recollection of other dates of any meetings in which such
soclicitations may have occurred. There may have been one or more
meetings initiated by NRLC. The substance of such meetings was
NRLC's desire to raise funds for all of its general purposes,
including building NRLC’s base of support, adding to our list of
identified pro-lifers, publishing candidate surveys and non-
partisan veoter guides, and non-partisan get-out-the-vote efforts.

d. All contributions received in 1994 were deposited into
the general 501 (c} (4) bank account.

e. Any contributions from NRSC to NRLC in 1984 were used
for the general purposes of NRLC as set forth above. I made the
decisions regarding the use of such contributions in conjunction
with Darla St. Martin and Carol Long.

The decision as to the use of the funds was based on organi-
zational need and the desire to educate the voters on the issues
and urge their participation in the election.

£. I have no recollection whether any officer, employee,
agent or volunteer of the NRLC directly or indirectly informed
any officer, employee, agent or volunteer of the NRSC of any
decision regarding the use of any payment in 1994,

b. No transfers of funds, contributions or other disburse-
ments were made by NRLC to National Right to Life PAC or Minne-
sota Citizens Concerned for Life Committee For a Pro-Life Con-
gress between October 1, 1992 and January 1, 1993.

c. NRLC made a 550,000 contribution to Minnesota Citizens
Concerned for Life, Inc. on November 4, 19%94. 85,000 of this was
treated as a locan and repaid by MCCL on December 6, 1994. NRLC
made contributions of $35,000.00 and $17,000.00 to Oregon Right
to Life, on October 4, 1994 and November 7, 1994, respectively.
NRLC made a contibution of $3,000.00 to New Jersgey Committee for
Life on October 17, 1994. NRLC made a contribution of $5,000.00
to the California Pro-Life Council on November 7, 19294.

Attached hereto as Exhibit C are copies of checks and/or
check request forms relating to the above-referenced contribu-
ticns.

The purposes of the above contributions were to aid the
general activities of these organizations including non-partisan
voter education and non-partisan get-out-the-vote activities, and
in Oregon, activities related to an initiative to legalize
assisted suicide.
